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Shall We Strangle 


In a Traffic Jam? 


Nobody knows yet how the bill will be 
paid but almost everybody knows that 
Georgia and the nation must build more 
and better roads unless we are to strangle 
in traffic. 

Today there are 56,279,864 motor ve- 
hicles registered in the United States. 
That adds up.to one vehicle for every 
three people. Experts say that this figure 
will grow to 80,000,000 within a decade. 

The importance of motor transporta- 
tion to the national economy is explained 
by a few statistics from a survey by Con- 
gressional Quarterly. The survey shows 
a total of 9,700,071 people are emploved 
in highway transport industries. This does 
not include the other millions that are 
employed in related industries as a result 
of highway transport. 

The nation’s highways carry 89 per 
cent of all farm produce to markets; 75 
per cent of all livestock to sale centers; 
90 per cent of the milk supply for city 
populations is transported on the high- 
ways. 

Ninety-four per cent of all vacation- 
ists—and these are numbered in the mil- 
lions—use the roads for vehicular trans- 
portation. The vacation industry and use 
of leisure time is a business that now runs 
into the billions annually. 


Passenger cars transport 63.5 per cent 
of all workers to their jobs. 

The President’s highway committee 
points out that the highway system used 
daily by our people “is an integral part 
of our way of life.” An examination of 
the statistics above most certainly bears 
this out. 

The committee, which was not too spe- 
cific about how the nation could pay the 
bill for a road-building program costing 
$101,000,000,000 in the next decade, sug- 
gested that the program would more than 
pay for itself indirectly. Proposed im- 
provements, it pointed out, would cut 
transportation costs about one cent a mile 
and the improvements would help the 
economy grow. 

In addition, modern highways would 
reduce the accident toll and help place the 
nation on a sound defense footing. 

One way or another, the country must 
find a way.to modernize its road system. 
Government at all levels must cooperate 
in attacking the problem with practical 
measures. The cost and how it is to be 
met is the greatest challenge—a challenge 
that will occupy our best fiscal minds for 
years to come.

The same day the Georgia Senate com- 
mended the people ot the state for being 
safety conscious, the state highway pa- 
trol released the number of those killed 
last year on streets and highways. 

The total was 954, a figure two per 
cent higher than the preceding year 

Georgians, indeed, are safety conscious, 
as the Senate resolved. Who can live ina 
state with its main highways in such poor 
shape, and not worry about their safety 
and the safety of others? Who can read 
the Monday papers, and their account of 
those killed and maimed over the week- 
end without thinking of himself, and 
wondering when his time will come? 

The main causes of highway accidents 
are speed and carelessness. Mix these 
with old and poorly maintained roads 
and you have as ‘deadly a recipe as has 
been brewed since the Borgias. 

Certainly Georgians who wish to live 
out their allotted span are safety con- 
scious. They have every good reason for 
being so.

Let Us Give Credit 
Where Credit Is Due 


The efforts of Rep. Vaughn Terrell 
to set up a Commission for the Blind 
have resulted in some unkind and unfair 
remarks concerning the Vocational Re- 
habilitation Division of the State Depart- 
ment of Education. 

Rep. Terrell, who is blind himself, 
wants to concentrate all of Georgia's 
various services to the blind under one 
commission. The Education Department, 
whose program of rehabilitation of the 
blind is a national model, is fighting it. 
This week a ‘group of seven workers for 
the blind presented a resolution to Gov. 
Marvin Griffin and the General Assembly 
describing the state’s rehabilitation serv- 
ices as inadequate. 

A national authority on such work 
thinks differently however. He is Dr. 
Howard Rusk. Among his qualifications 
are the following: Director of the New 
York Institute of Physical Medicine and 
Rehabilitation. Consultant in Medical Re- 
habilitation to the United Nations. Medi- 
cal Consultant to the Office of Vocational 
Rehabilitation, U.S. Department of Health, 


Education and Welfare and to the Vet- 
erans Administration. Winner of nu- 
merous awards here and abroad for lead- 
ership in the field rehabilitation. 

In a recent letter Dr. Rusk said in 
part “—It is my unequivocal opinion that 
Georgia has the finest state rehabilitation 
program im the country. We have had 
many severely disabled Georgians referred 
to us and they have been beautifully pre- 
pared for rehabilitation, and they have 
been sent without regard to race, creed 
or color, the only goal being to get them 
back into productive life again. I think 
all of you in Georgia should be very 
proud of the leadership you have shown 
in this program.” 

If Rep. Terrell wants to sell the ad- 
ministration on a Commission for the 
Blind, he should try.to do so on its own 
merits. Certainly, these attempts to build 
up his case by tearing down a program 
that has won such national renown will 
be questioned by all fair-minded men.

Assembly Should Look

Comes now the season of the yellow 
forsythia and the flowering quince. The 
groundhog and the jonquil will be seen 
in the land. 

And after them, the litterbug! 

The litterbug is that thoughtless per- 
son who leaves the highways, the road- 
side rest stops and the parks strewn with 
sandwich wrappings, egg shells, catsup 
bottles and beer cans. 

He costs the state money, not to men- 
tion pride and prestige. In Wisconsin last 
year the highway department spent 100,- 
900 man: hours, 51,031 truck hours and 
$180,200 cleaning up after his kind. 

Now is the time for Georgia to mo- 
bilize for its fight against the litterbug, 
along with the campaign against the corn 
borer and the boll weevil. No spray has 
been found to control the parasite of the 
roadways, the parkways and the lake- 
shores. Dusting won't help. 

A strong law supported by public 
opinion might do the trick. Other states 
are taking that recourse. They are mak- 
ing it a misdemeanor punishable by stiff 
fine to throw anything from a moving 
car. Such a statute could be broadened 
to include scraps and rubbish on the picnic 
grounds. 

Our Legislature could well afford to 
consider the problem. They take up time 
on issues much more trivial.

By Jan. 15, five days after the session 
opened, senators and representatives had 
introduced a total of 59 proposals to 
at least 19 
ways. This compared with 61 such pro- 
posals in the first five days of the 83rd 
Congress, according to a survey by Con- 
gressional Quarterly. 

The 79th Congress was offered 71 
amendments; the 80th received 84; the 
8lst was asked to amend the document 71 
times while the 82nd received 104. 


Amendments proposed to this session 
follow a general pattern. The majority are 
aimed at weakening the executive depart- 
ment. Eleven proposals already introduced 
are similar to the Bricker amendment and 
nine would change the electoral college. 
Congress has always been jealous of the 
President. 

It is a tribute to the soundness of the 
great document that it has been amended 
only 22 times since its adoption. Adoption 
of amendments requires two-thirds ap- 
proval in Senate and House and ratifica- 
tion by three-fourths of the states. When 
approved they most certainly can be said 
to be expressing the will of the people.

U.S. EconomicAhanges in Past 30 Years 


Cannot. Be Overlooked in Any Tariff Study 


Atlanta—In the discussion of the 
tariff in Mr. McGill’s outstanding 
presentations, we should not over- 
look the changes that have taken 
place in our economy in the last 
30 years. 

The unusual profits which might 
have ‘been made as a result of a 
protective tariff bring a large part 
of these profits into the Treasury 
of the United States through taxa- 
tion and a goodly share of these 
profits indirectly reduces taxes. 

The present plan of guaranteeing 
minimum prices for the farmers’ 
products works to the detriment 
of our exports and to the benefit of 
foreign competition. 

If the Brannan Plan had been 
in effect we would be manufactur- 
ing farm products in competition 
on the world’s markets. But where 
we have these minimum guaran- 
teed prices we are at a disad- 
vantage and the most unfortunate 
part is that guaranteed. prices are 
an export tariff as far as our coun- 
try is concerned. The Brannan 
Plan will enable us to compete in 
the world’s markets on certain 
raw materials, such as cotton, and 
likewise would reduce prices 
which the consumer pavs here. 

In like manner, imported ar- 
ticles, that are cheaper than the 
home market, do not pay their 
share of taxes, such as social se- 
curity, unemployment, or income 


and this reduces the tax to the 
government. 
The tariff has been blamed, 


justly and unjustly, in many cases. 

A study: should be made to see if 
we can't find ways and means of 
knowing more accurately how our 
economy actually works. Today it 
is a great deal of guess without 
having any actual knowledge as to 
the cause and effect of the whole 
operation of the tariff in its apopli- 
cation. 

In certain countries labor is 
much cheaper than ours. On the 
other hand, with the latest labor- 
Saving devices in many cases we 
can produce goods much cheaper 
than they can, quality considered, 
such as automobiles. 

Reciprocal trade agreements 
should be made a permanent part

of our domestic policy for it gives 
us the opportunity of trading both 
ways for the advantage of both 
countries. Of course, the necessary 
safeguards should be made so that 
dumping would not be allowed.

Called Ultimate in H ypocrisy 


The Daily Times carries no whisky, wine or beer advertising. 


Neither does Radio Station WGGA. 


Both could legitimately adver- 


tise beer and wine, since this county is wet for both products. In fact, 
no law prevents such advertising in dry counties. 


The bill currently before the Gen- 
eral Assembly on this matter 
would not affect our income, there- 
fore we can speak frankly about 
it. Our opinion is this: it is a 
stupid waste of the legislator’s 
time, is designed not to encour- 
age temperance but to punish a 
few big city newspapers and is the 
ultimate in hypocrisy. It comes up 
every session of the General As- 
sembly and by now must have 
cost the taxpayers a fortune. 

In Georgia, the advertising of al- 
coholic beverages is so controlled 
already that ads cannot advocate 
drinking and’ cannot promote al- 
cohol as such. One brand can 
maintain superiority over another 
brand, but neither can advertise 
in such a manner, so goes the 
ruling, as to encourage consump- 
tion. 

Abolition of such advertising 
would drive hundreds of thousands 
of dollars out of Georgia éach 
year, dollars that originate in oth- 
er states. It would pose a thousand 
complications on the national ad- 
vertising level even to such ques- 
tions as to whether television 
fights, sponsored by a beer con- 


cern, could be shgwn in Georgia. 
If the law did not include other 
forms of advertising than news- 
papers, it would be patently de- 
signed to hurt the press. 

Hall County’s grand jury rec- 
ommended that the’ bill be passed. 
Why? There is no such advertising 
now in Hall County with the ex- 
ception of signs in front of the 
five stores operating here. What in- 
formation does the Hall County 
grand jury have that makes this a 
Hall County affair? 

The jury noted the number of 
whisky cases brought before it this 
term. How many of those involved 
legal, federal and state taxed whis- 
ky? Not a single one of the dozens 
of cases involving possession and 
manufacture and transportation in- 
volved anything but old home- 
made, mountain white whisky and 
we have yet to be offered an ad- 
vertisement. to the public on that 
product.

But those words were not meant 
to apply to our sense of sin and 
guilt, The fact is, we can’t bury 
a live sin in a grave of forget- 
fulness. Certainly there is a time 
to go forward and forget. There 
is also a time to go back and 
remember. 

Two years after a friend of mine 
was discharged from the Army, 
a pain developed in his leg. The 
doctor did not tell him to just for- 
get it. Instead, he X-rayed and 
discovered a piece of shrapnel 
buried in his flesh. The doctor took 
his knife and cut it out. 

If you go to a good phycholo- 
gist or psychiatrist suffering with 
a mental or nervous disorder, he 
will not tell you to just forget it. 
Instead, he urges you to remem- 
ber. 

(2) Instead of hiding our sins 
within ourselves, we can take the 
opposite course and tell everybody 
who will listen.

‘Opposition Emerges 
To Formosa Policy 


WASHINGTON—There 


is considerably more 
opposition in Congress to the resolution giving ad- 


vance approval to the defend-Formosa policy than i 
emerges from the nearly unanimous Congressional approval. 

It reaches only slightly to the merits of the policy. It stems pri- 
marily from quite genuine constitutional, political and partisan con- 
siderations. Were it not for the feeling that it would be a terrible 
disservice to the country to present a divided front to the Communist 
world, the vote would not have been so one-sided. i 


The principal objections — to- 
gether with the counter-views — 
were these: 


Constitutional Objection — Mr. 
Eisenhower, it is argued, is dilut- 
ing the powers of the presidency 
by asking Congress to approve 
his doing what he has the authority 
to do without that approval. The 
request for congressional approval 
could cast doubt on the President’s 
powers in any future contingency 
and it is, therefore, an unneces- 
sary and unwise precedent. 

Counter-View The fact that 
Mr. Eisenhower said he would act 
without congressional approval to 
defend Formosa in any emergency 
shows that the President is not 
giving up any of his constitutional 
powers. This is confirmed by the 
fact that the defense of Formosa 
has been a declared administra- 
tion policy for some time, quite 
apart from this week’s resolution. 
What needs to be understood is 
that Mr. Eisenhower is not pri- 
marily asking Congress to give 
him authority to defend Formosa 
but to show its approval of his 
use of that authority.

Counter-View — True, the great, 
riskful decisions involving peace 
Or war are potentially unpopular 
political decisions. It is easier not 
to have to take them unless they 
are obvious, like the response to 
the attack on Pearl Harbor. But 
since Congress must determine the 
men, fhe money, the taxes, the in- 
dustrial mobilization which must 
sustain such fateful decisions,’ it 
should not shrink from sharing 
them. 

There is understandable partisan 
resentment. It doesn’t bulk very 
large. 

By sharing in the President’s ac- 
tion, Congress has acted not to 
weaken the President’s authority 
but to enlarge its own.

“To put it as frankly and hon- 
estly as I know how, the request 
of President Eisenhower for pas- 
sage of this unprecedented resolu- 
tion has the strong recent his- 
torical background of the decision 
of President Truman to involve 
our country in the Korean War 
without consulting Congress. 

“We all know the criticism 
leveled at him because of that. 

“This resolution, when passed, 
will foreclose any such similar 
criticism of President Eisenhower, 
because he will have put Demo- 
crats, as well as Republicans, in 
the same position with him. He 
will have placed them in the posi- 
tion of having shared the decision 
with him.”’ 

Democrats acknowledged the 
skill of the President’s maneuver, 
He knew, as did they, that the 
protection of Formosa was estab- 
lished first as a Democratic policy 
by President Truman, so the 
Democrats had to go along. They 
sought, however, to minimize 
President Eisenhower's political 
coup and, at the same time, to 
defend President Truman’s own 
course at the outset of the Ko- 
rean War, to which Mrs. Smith 
had referred. 

Harry Truman enjoyed a brief 
hour in the sun again this week 
during debate in the House and 
Senate—by leave of Democrats, 
though not all who praised him 
had been his supporters when he 
was in the White House. As, for 


example, Rep. Mendel Rivers (D- 
SC), no Truman admirer, in the 
course of a speech in the House 
said, ‘‘Whatever may be said about 
Harry Truman, and I have said 
some mean things about him, 
when the time came to act he was 
decisive; he would fight the world 
if he had to fight it alone.”’ 


Mr. Truman probably would pre- 
fer the commendation of a Demo- 
cratic member of the House who 
was a loyal supporter. Rep. Chet 
Holifield (Calif) recalled the cir- 
cumstances of former President 
Truman’s historic decision on 
Korea. 

“President Truman,” he said, 
“acted promptly and courageously 
and ordered armed resistance by 
United States military forces,” 
adding that the then chief execu- 
tive notified the United Nations 
of the action against South Korea, 
its ward, and got approval for 
joint action to meet the aggression. 
It may be recalled that when the 
President's ‘action was announced 
to the House, members jumped to 
their feet shouting their endorse- 
ment. 

“Notwithstanding the over- 
Whelming approval of both Houses 
of Congress,’’ the California con- 
gressman declared, “notwith- 
standing formal approval of the 
United Nations—this courageous 
action became a football of par- 
tisan politics in the long years of 
the struggle.”

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THE STORY OF SERCE RUBINSTEIN 


He Pursued Money, Women—Got Both 


By ARTHUR EVERETT 

NEW YORK, Jan. 30 (#—Eight 
years ago a spectator, driven by 
anger and contempt, cried out 
at a draft doger on trial in 
federal court here: 

-“‘Somebody ought to kill you.” 

The draft dodger was Serge 
Rubinstein, unaware at the time 
that he was on his way to prison 
and within the decade to a cruel 
and lonely death. 

In how many places and in how 
many tongues did the 46-year-old 
Rubinstein hear a similarly ma- 
levolent curse before somebody 
did kill him in the early hours 
of last Thursday morning? 

For this son of a Russian 
banker was despised during his 
lifetime as few men are. Even 
in death there were few to say 
a good word for him. 


MONEY AND WOMEN 


Serge Rubinstein consecrated 
his life to the pursuit ‘of two 
things—money and women. Nei- 
ther eluded him. 

Worth more than $10 millon 
when he died, he used money to 
buy everything money can buy— 
fine food, good wine, soft gar- 
ments, a palatial home, unique 
furnishings, lavish amusements, 
power, a fleeting security and 
immunity from the greatest war 
mankind ever waged. 

It was apparently with no mis- 
givings that Rubinstein passed 
up .the things in life that money 
couldn’t buy — respect, accept- 
ance, love, friends, and the right 
to call this nation or, any other 
nation his own beloved land. 

Rubinstein was found dead on 
the pale green wall-to-wall bed- 
room carpeting of his Fifth ave- 
nue mansion at 8:30 a.m. Thurs- 
day by a butler who came to 
awaken him. He had been stran- 
gled, this stealthy, sinister, hard 
man, by someone § stealthier, 
more sinister, harder than even 
himself. 


A RIDDLE 


Who was Serge Rubinstein? 
What made him a man despised? 
The riddle of his personality can 
never be completely solved. For 
much of his background depends 
on his own version of his past. 
And Serge Rubinstein was a most 
unreliable man, and honesty to 
him could be construed as weak- 
ness. For what it is worth, how- 
ever, here is his story: 

He was born in May, 1908, in 
St. Petersburg in the imperial 
Russia of the last czar. His fa- 
ther, Dmitri, was privy counsel- 
lor to the czar and financial ad- 
visor to the mad monk, Ras- 
putin. 

In 1917, when Serge was 9, 
his father lined a greatcoat with 
as much money as he could and 
fled Russia in. advance of the 
Red revolution. A few months 
later, his. wifey and, two children. 
joined him in Sweden, Serge with 
pieces of the family’s jewels hid- 
den on him. The family traveled 
on forged papers. 

Serge grew up in Stockholm 
and Vienna. 

HONOR AT CAMBRIDGE 


He went to school at Cam- 
bridge in England where he won 
honor in economics. Through 
later life, he spoke English with 
an accent-faintly Russian and 
British. 

The shrewd young student real- 
ized that much of old Russia’s 
wealth was stored outside the 
country and that its owners had 
died in the revolution. He fer- 
reted out one such dormant ac- 
count in a Swiss bank, rounde 
up heirs to claim the fund and 
gained $17,000 in commissions for 
this chore. 

His truly fabulous career be- 
gan quietly enough with Serge 
holding down a modest job in a 
small Paris bank, the Banque 
Franco ‘Asiatique. With his life- 
long flair for cémplicated manip- 
ulation, he had acquired control 
of the bank at the age of 22. 

In 1935, the fledgling financier 
was kicked out of France for 
speculating against tbe franc. 
Rubinstein blamed his ouster on 
Premier Pierre Laval’s anti- 
Semitism and also to the fact 
that both men had eyes for the 
same Parisian beauty. This eye 
for beautiful women was another 
life-long Rubinstein trait.

Later, Rubinstein was accused 
of milking the company to the 
tune of $6 million. He was forced 
to repay $2 million of this to mi- 
nority stockholders in a 1946 set- 
tlement of a law suit. ; 

In’ the upshot of his Korean 
adventure, Rubinstein made a 
deal with the Japanese but found 
most of his payment money 
blocked. So he arranged to haye 
nearly a million dollars’ worth of 
Japanese yen smuggled out of 
the country in the folds of ex- 
ported Japanese sashes. 

Afterwards, Rubinstein boasted 
'that this coup broke the price 
of the Japanese yen in the crit- 
ical period Before World War I. 

Rubinstein obtained a passport 
in the Portuguese colony of Ma- 
cao off the China coast by swear- 
ing he was the illegitimate prod- 
uct of, an affair between his 
mother and a Portuguese no- 
bleman: 


POSTAL TELEGRAPH a 
With this passport, in 1938, 
Rubinstein entered the Unit 
States by way of Canada, under 
the name of Serge Manuel Rubin- 
stein de Rovello. Portugal later 


‘repudiated the passport, leaving 
‘Rubinstein once again a state- 
less outcast. 

Plunging into Wall Street, he 
gained control of the old Postal 
Telegraph Co., reportedly drag- 
ging down a cool million when 
it merged with Western Union. 
He was credited with clearing 
another million by his manipula- 
tions during the unification of the 
New York subway system. 

Another of his brilliantly ruth- 
less deals concerned a_ broken 
down oil producer, the Panhandle 
| Producing & Refining Co. By 
‘highly questionable means _he 
|built it into a holding company 
‘that provided him with a net 


profit of $3.5 million. 
CORPORATIONS 


Rubinstein controlled as many 
as 17 corporations at a time, and 
had investments in half a dozen 
‘nations. 

He once told an interviewer: 


| ““My technique in finance is to 


‘figure out how much the company 
‘is worth dead—not living. I don’t 
/pay much attention to figures ‘on 
‘a company‘s earning power. I’m 
'most interested in finding out if 
ithe liquidation price of a com- 
pany’s assets are more than the 
price of the stock.’’ 

Rubinstein was riding high 
when America began drafting its 
World War II army. From his 
narrow viewpoint, he owed his 
country nothing. He dodged the 
draft by one device after another. 

When bachelors only were be- 
ing drafted in 1941, Serge mar-

Just where he could have been 
deported was not clear. Maybe the 
goverhment could have talked Rus- 
sia or Portugal into taking him. 
Or perhaps Serge could have wan- 
gled his way into some other coun- 
try with a good-riddance blessing 
from the United States. 

Stocky, dark, sleekly handsome, 
Rubinstein spoke half a dozen lan- 
guages. He could turn on the 
charm when it suited him. 

There could be no denying he had 
a keen mind. He was djamond- 
hard emotionally and capable of 
rigid self-control. He drank and 
held it well.

Serge Rubinstein’s life was not 
unlike the garments he wore—all 
velvet and silk, but without soul.

Coronary Arteries— 


Body’s Achilles’ Heel 


The coronary arteries repre- 
sent the Achilles’ heel of the 
body. Our life and comfort de- 
perid upon the ability of these 
blood vessels to remain open so 
that blood can flow to the heart 
muscle. 


If they become too narrow to 
deliver an adequate quota of 
blood to the walls of the auricles 
and ventricles, chest pain (an- 
gina pectoris) ensues on exer- 
cising or after eating or excite- 
ment, ” 

If the vessels become com- 
pletely obstructed (coronary 
thrombosis,) pain is greater and 
the sufferer goes into shock. 

Various drugs are capable of 
dilating these arteries so that 
sufficient blood flows through 
and the individual remains com- 
fortable. But he is seriously in- 
capacitated if the dilators fail 
to produce this effect or if the 
obstruction is marked. 

Even when this stage is 
reached, the condition is not nec- 
essarily hopeless. Now and then 
disturbances in nearby areas, 
such as gall bladder infection, 
péptic ulcer, or hiatus hernia 
‘will interfere with the coronary 
flow. 

Anginal pain often subsides 
when these disorders are cor- 
rected. 

But if adjacent structures are 
normal, and the coronary flow 
is greatly decreased, cardiac 
surgery may be considered. Var- 
ious attempts have been made 
in the last 10 years to supply 
the heart wall with a new blood 
supply. .
